The bank was next heard 
of on Septemtier 2, 1932 of 
any cxinsegiiences, when it 
was held ,up by the notorious 
Frank E. Meredith, who was 
wanted for murder and at 
the time of the hold-up cap¬ 
tured the cashier Mattie F. 
Soaley and took her with 
him several block.s down 
Sierra Madre Blvd. A Mr. Al¬ 
len was rna.ivager of the 
bank at the time under the 
name of the Sierra Madre 
Savings Bank. 

The next change i.n the 
ba.nk came about the middle 
of 1933 whe.n' again its name 
wa.s changed under the 
Slate of California Charter 
and became known as The 
Bank of Sierra M.adro and a 
member of the Federal De¬ 
posit Insurance Corporation. 

The next time of notable 
importance was their cele¬ 
bration of their 45tJi year on 
January 8, 1953 and accord¬ 
ing to R C. Lewis, then bank 
president listed its resources 
at $5,569,687.25 a.nd pub¬ 
lished figures that showed of 
this amoiuni $5,240,863.82 
was on deposit by its cus- 
1 omens, which was over a 
million dollars more than 
the year before. At this time 
the bank was located in 
Ker-sting Court and had be- 
rome a member of the Fed¬ 
eral Deposit Insurance Cor¬ 
poration. In its 65 years th(? 
bank has had three differe,n+ 
Inactions. 

.Aeain news wa.s short con¬ 
cerning the activities of the 
ha.r'k until tii.c year 19.56 
when the entire .stcok of tlie 
bank was purchased by the 
First Western Bank a,nd 
Tru.st Company and then be¬ 
came the First Western Bank 
and rotumerl to a Federal 
statas. 

It was diuring the early 
.sixties that tho bank was 
again robbed, but this time 
it wa.s alleged that the 
.stolen money could have 
hapne.ned from within the 
hank .stnueture; as not actual 
armed hold-up was exper¬ 
ienced. Bui duri.ng the year 
1968 the First Western Bank 
again experienced a hold-un 
at gun poi.nt, with the hold¬ 
up ma.n and iris accomplice 
escaping out the rear door 
and down c ast on Maripo.sa. 

Real progrc.ss .started to 
show for First Western Bank 
at the turn of the seventies, 
at about this time on the job 
and working toward making 
First Western an “All Serv¬ 
ice Ba.n.'k” was Branc'h. Man¬ 


ager Harlan Thomp.son, and 
arriving shortly thereafter to 
assist Vi-’m in this great chore 
was Betty Seidel, who was 
tile first woman B.ank Offi¬ 
cial to reach the Sierra Ma- 
dip area; .she was at i.his 
time to be known as the 
branch Loan Officer. 

It was d'uring the past 
two years that really saw 
things happening around 
the First Wostenv Bank. Em¬ 
ployees became m,'.ich more 
friendly, o.iid the institution 
was fa.st arriving to the 
point of being a bank for 
the people and with the 
Iiepple. It was not too lon.i 
before Branch Manager Har- 
la.n was promoted to As¬ 
sistant Vice Pre s i d e n t • 
B-aneh Manager and follow¬ 
ing this upgrading, came 
the promotion' of Betty Sei¬ 
del to Assistant Branch 
Manager, 

Totlay as the in.stitution 
stands on tire bri.n'k of start¬ 
ing its 66th year, its re¬ 
sources and deposits .surpass 
the $10 million mark and 
are growing -with each day 
the ba.nk is open, and with 
the promotional minds of 
Thompson - Seidel at the 
lielm many things of great 
importance have been pla.n'- 
ned for the coming year that 
will have a great tendency 
to further place this insti¬ 
tution in the category of 
“An All Service Bank,” an 
achievment worked for by 
many, but few really 
achieve.

11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Sfafutory filing fee for the new 
statement, Inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple Indexing, and provided that printer s proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk tor 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name.

ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company ; or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose ot the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the Dsrson or persons with whom he is really dealing.

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July _1.

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be ■filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 

8. QUESTION: Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1. 1971. 


14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used In filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 91/2 by 11-inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council tor forms, 
and provided It embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of tho Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that ma'/ be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes.

15. QUESTION; After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or_ file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
In a local newspaper of substantial circuatlon of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 

17. QUESTION: Where can I see the new law? 

ANSWER: Most of the sections are quoted 
on printed form obtainable free from: 


9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalt/ will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name.

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in C^ifomia 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
fiHng in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
Hie filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
did certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 


other owners; or, if ft corporation, if it includes a name oiner man 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the ficUtious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person wim 
wimm he is really dealing. Sharp said. M he has been defrauds by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Tj>nii and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by ficUtious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictiUous filing and publication requirements have been met 
b^ore they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe." RescSTCh is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects, 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive # 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal ("crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main obj'ect in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day),
